A delegation of more than 30 
contractors, builders, architects, 
bankers and real estate men ap- 
peared at a hearing before the 
board of selectmen Monday night 
when claims of a possible viola- 
tion of the town’s building code 
were discussed. 

Permits were issued by Ralph 
W. Coleman, building inspector, 
some months ago for the construc 
tion of 26 pre-fabricated homes to 
be located in Shawsheen Village 
in an area bounded by Enmore 
street, Haverhill street and Dufton 
road.Several speakers at the meet- 
ing voiced opposition to the de- 
cision of the building inspector.

Alexander Henderson, Ernest 
Hall and John Glynn, all local 
builders, also spoke. John Rad 
ford Abbot, architect, said he felt 
that the type under discussion 
was not equal to the building law 
regulations, 

IT. FE. Andrew, to whom the per- 
mits were indirectly issued, felt 
that they did comply with all the 
rules and regulations of the build- 
ing code, He said that contrary to 
various rumors they would not 
lower the value of property in 
the area where they were built. 

Building Inspector Coleman 
said that the recently revised 
building code contained a clause 
to the effect that if the construc- 
tion was as sound and durable as 
the conventional frame dwelling 
it was acceptable.
